board and lodging from your oratrix for the period of three months for 
which she, the said Lizzie M. Bal},owes your oratrix said sum of money. 

Your oratrix would further represent and show unto your Honor that 
the said Lizzie M. Ball is a resident of the State of Missouri, that 
she has property and debts and money due to her in Lee County , virginia, 
that there is in the hands of James W. Orr, her attorney, the sum of 
#100,00 and that the said Lizzie M. Ball is removing and intends to | 
remove said funds out of the State and that if your oratrix is left 
with the ordinary process of law, the same will be unavailing to her 
in the collection of her said debt as aforesaid. 

The object, therefore, of this bill is to attach said funds ig the 
hands of said James W. Orr so as to secure the payment of the said debt 
as aforesaid. 

The prayer, therefore, of your oratrix is that the said Lizzie 
M. Ball and James W.Orr be made parties defendant to this bill of com- 
plaint, that an order of publication be made against the said Lizzie 
M. Ball, that she be required to answer the said bill;that the said 
James W,Orr answer how much money is in his hands for the said Lizzie 


Ball, that upon a hearing a judgment be rendered upon the said ate 


tachment Requiring the said James W. Orr to pay over enough of the 


money in his hands to satisfy the said debt and the costs of this suit. 
And may all other,further and general relief be granted your oratrix 
that the nature of her cause and good conscience requires. And she will

M. Ball is a resident o° the State of Missouri and has estate and debts 
and money belonging to her in the County of Lee and is sued with a co- 
defendant residing in the said County;that the said Lizzie M. Ball is 
remaying, has removed,and is intending to remove her estate out of the 
State so that process of exotwuion will be unavailing,and only the 
ordinary process of law to be used in securing judgement upon the cieadm 


of the plaintiff.
